Greeting: 

We present herewith the annual report of the School 
Board for 1908. 

Soon after organizing the resignation of Mrs. Minnie 
Bb. Wheeler was received, thus causing a vacancy on the 
board. Mrs. Annie L. Churchill was appointed in her 
place. As Mrs. Wheeler also acted as District Treasurer, 
it was found necessary to fill the vacancy, and Orren A.

THE STATE OF NEW. HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mason, N. H., in 
the County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs, you are hereby notified to meet at the 
Town Hall, in said Town, on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

1. To chose a Moderator to fill the vacancy caused by 
the removal from Town of Charles H. Wheeler. 


2. To chose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap-

propriation of the same, 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for schools. 

5. lo see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the repair of highways. 


6. To see what salary the Town will vote to pay the 
School Board and District Treasurer. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Library purposes. 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure State aid for per- 
manent improvement of highways. 


g. To see if the Town will vote to make any discount: 
on taxes. 


10. To see what salary the Town will vote to pay the 
Town Clerk, Town Treasurer and Selectmen. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Old Home Week. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


13. To choose one or more Trustees of the Boynton 
Common School Fund. 


14. To choose one or more Trustees of the Stearns Com- 
mon School Bequest. 


15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and. appropriate for the use of cemeteries, 


16. To chose one Trustee of the Mason Free Library.

23. To see if the Town will vote to erect a Soldiers’ 
Monument in memory of the soldiers of the wars of the 
United States or any part of them at a cost not to exceed 
six hundred dollars, and to choose a committee to carry 
out the provisions of this article. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to choose a Special 
Board of Three Assessors to apprise all the real estate in 
this Town and raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
carry out the provisions of this article. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a safe for 
the use of the Town and provide a suitable place for the 
same. 


26. To see what action the Town will take .. regard to 
the destruction of the brown tail and Gypsy moth, 
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27. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
purchasing portraits of the donors of the school funds, to 
be placed in the Town Hall.

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Report of the Board of Health. 


Conformity to law insures safety and prosperity; but 
transgression of law, sooner or later, culminates in an ad- 
equate penalty, which applies as forcibly to natural law as 
to statutory requirement.

Cleanliness of person, household and estate is condu- 
cive to health and longevity, which are only second in 
value to nobility of character, and all ought to act well 
their part to make such a condition possible and practical. 

For the past year our town has been Providentially 
favored. No epidemic or pestilential diseases that have 
appeared within our borders the past-year proved fatal in 
any case. The whooping cough was prevailing for a time 
to some extent in some sections of our town without 
serious results. Scarlet fever came to the home of James 
Webber and his son Henry was stricken down, and he 
only. The home was quarantined and after the recovery 
of said Henry the quarantine was removed and the premi- 
ses thoroughly fumigated. 

On complaint, the homes of two families were investt- 
gated, with advice and remedies applied. 

The sudden death of Charles Schrader was investiga- 
ted and the causes found to be natural.
